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Cattle Notes,

Mora size in cattle is becoming
us objectionable today as mers
size in hogs already is. The
heavy.weight hog was formerly
the high.priced hog, and the
Intger the gize the higher the
price per pound. But in these
doys the bugyer of pork is after
moat, not lard, and so the meaty
rather than the lardy hog is what
the morket wants. The same con-
dition exists regarding cattle.
Keroseno went into the fallow
business; tallow is not the yauable
article it was in the days of the
candle. Thers i aleo a more fas-
tidious taste ubroad in the land
regarding beef. Certain parts of
the carcass are relativély more
highly prized than formerly aund
therefore command higher prices;
and it 18 also found that the young
quick-maturing animal yields up
the sweetest, juiciest cuts. The
result of tasts and discovery has
been to incregse the price of the
well-made animal. Size of iteelf
is not objectionable, but gize alone
is not enough to command the
highest price. Quality, not quan-
tity, is the pathwoy that cattle
must travel to reach the gonl of
maximum price. Form, develop-
ment, early maturity are now the
prize takers in nll markels,

The fact cannot longer be dis-
guised that the cuttle interests of
Arizona are in a very deplorable
vonditon. The summer raing have
been confined to narrow limits
and the broad ranges have derived
but little benefit. There are a
fow favored localities where feed
is abundant, but in general the
sondition is very bad. The stock-
men—those who snrvive the pres-
ent drouth—will profit by this
severe lesson, and will not only
supplement the uncertain ranges
by fields of alfalfa, but will dis-
cover that it requires a8 much to
feed n sernb animal s it does one
worth double ils price. A better
grade of cattle will be placed upon
the ranges, and while their num-
ber will be less, the calamity of
overstocking will be avoided. As
an industry it will bring far more
satisfactory returns and place it
upon a footing wherein the sle-
ment of uncertainty will be entire-
ly eliminated,

At the preliminary hearing of
John (0, Hill, Dr. North and Jack
Woods, at Springer, Monday and
Tuesday, on & charge of crooked-
ness in shipping cattle, they were
bound over to court, the two
former under $3000 and Woods
2000 bonds.

Under the cireumstancas it
seems hardly possible that our ex-
port teade shall not increase lirge
ly and more rapidly.

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What Becomes of the Gold.
New Orleans Meapune,

The tendency to hide away gold
is remarkable. Except what is
seen by the publie in the form of
jewelry, in gldiog and ornaments
on signs and buildings, in plating
on various objects of use or art, all
the gold is out of sight, it }as
wholly disappeared. What be-
comes of all the balance of the
gold ia & question which is oftener
nekod than aoswered. A vasl
amount of gold has been taken out
of the earth within the century
now nearly at its closo and it will
be interesting to attempt to trace
it. The United States did not
vount much as a producer of gold
antil after the discovery of the
mines in Californin. Since then
nnd up tothe Leginning of the year
1802, we find the total production
of gold in the union to be §1,000,-
000,000, These Agures nre lnken
from the report of the Buperin.
tendent of the Miut for 1801, and
are authoritutive.

Now, where is the gold? The
mint report for 1891 shows that
the total amount of gold, in coin
Md bars, in the United States on
the last day of December, 1891,
was £088,665,211. This was what
wins known to remain in the count-
ry, in the vaults of the mint and
treasury, and in possession of the
banks, Desides this amount €567, -
000,000 was known to have been
exported to foreign countries, and
£3.500,000 to have been worked
up by goldsmiths for plate and
jewelry, and by goldbeaters for
dentists’ foil and gilders' leaf
Therefore, out of #1,900,000,000 of
gold produced in the United States
up to the snd of 1891, it was held
that only about $089,000,000 re-
mained in the country in the form
of coin and bullion, while the enor-
mous sum of $1,211,000,000 had
entirely disappeared. Where can
it be? Without doubt a great
deal of it was sent to Europe. We
have the Government official re-
turns. They show exports from
1843 to the end of 1801, in excess
of imports, of 2470,000,000. This
amount dedueted from the remain-
der of £1,211,000,000, would leave
n balance of $741,000,000.

Hero, then, i8 the enormous
amount of $741,000,000, in gold,
which eannot be accounted for.
How much of it is hidden away in
odd eorners; in the old stockings
of frugal honsewives, in the hoarda
of misers? The people muzt have
a large amount of gold coin 8o Be-
ereted. Handfuls of gold picces
treasured in broken teapots and
other such receptacles, and even
iron pots full are somelimos dug
up where they were buried and
forgotten. It would not be sur-
prising if more than & hundred
millions of gold were so hidden
away by the people. Then, there
is a large amount in plate and or.
namoenta, watches, jewelry, and in
other forms in which gold is con-
sumoed. But how wuch is sunk in
the sen, in rivers, in the lakes, by
the wreck and burning of vesssls?
Nobody can answer. The most of
this is lost forevey. There are
§741,000,000 of American gold ta-
ken out since the discovery of Cal.
ifornia to be wmocounted for.
Where is it?

The famous Bau Luia Valley in
Colorado, all irrigated lands, is
producing a splendid cropof wheat
this year.
